Mayors Meet 
At GG Fields 


Alameda County mayors have 
agreed to support Senate Bill 147, 
which calls for the statewide li- 
censing of bicycles, in an effort 
to stop bike thefts. 

Under the proposed bill, bikes 
would be registered by the re- 
tailer with a permanent stamp, 
and licensed by a local agency 
with a decal. Fees would be set 
by the local agency, with 25 cents 
of the money going to the State. 


Registration would be for a 
two-year period, and computer 
records would be kept of lost 
and stolen bicycles, for easy ref- 
erence, 

According to the reports re- 
ceived by the Mayors at their 
last week’s conference at Golden 
Gate Fields, the bill reeommend- 
ed that the registration come un- 
der the jurisdiction of the Dept. 
of Justice. However, the mayors 
felt it should come under the 
Dept. of Motor Vehicles. 

In agreeing to support the bill 
“in principal,” they also agreed 
that they felt some ammend- 
ments would be necessary in re- 
gards to the funding and account- 
ing procedures. 

The mayors also approved a 
plan, previously endorsed by the 
Association of Bay Area Govern- 
ments (ABAG) in which recycled 
Bay Area garbage would be used 
as construction fill for Sacramen- 


| to-San Joaquin Delta islands. 


The plan would not only help 
dispose of Bay Area garbage, but 
would also help build up Delta 
lands, which ‘have dropped 10 to 
15 feet below water level. 

The federal government would 
subsidize a demonstration pro- 
ject, which would extract metal 
from the garbage, shred the resi- 
due and extract the non-organic 
matter for recycling to use as 
construction fill. 

It is estimated that five million 
acre feet of waste could be used
